Belgium, 2nd July, 1915. 
Dear Dad and Mother,— 

Received two letters, but had no 
time to reply. for: ‘the ast weck, as

trenches, right up in the firing line,

Terrific Fighting All Along Line 


LONDON, July 23rd.—Over the Russian front from the Baltic’ 
as far as the Bug, the only district in which the Austrians and Ger- 
mans are not attempting a serious offensive, lies opposite the reigon 
of East Prussia which -is well:defended by the Mazurian lakes. 
North and south of Kovno, German attacks are reported, but the 
chief fighting is in progress south of Ivangorod, Lubin and Cholm, 
connected by the railroad line which is of such value to the Rus- 
“pene and south of Sokal,. on the Bug, in Galicia, near the Russian 

order. 

The report of the investment of Ivangorod in yaetarday? 8 com- 
munication .of the Berlina war office puzzles military experts, who 
declare it is impossible that the great fortress could have been sur- 
rounded completely. Southward from Warsaw, to the west of the 
Vistula, the Germans report a victory for the Silesian landwehr, 
which stormed the Russian positions and threw. back their defenders 
into the fortress of Ivangorod. 


BELIEVE TRANSLATION ERRONEOUS 


As the scene of the Silesian success is 15 miles from the fortress, 
it is believed here-the German official reports must have been trans- 
lated erroneously as claiming the investment of the fortress itself, 
when the outlying protecting forts were meant. 

From the standpoint of the allies, one of the most hopeful 
features of the campaign is the stubborn defence of the Lubin- 
Cholm railroad by the Russians. 

On the Narew front, to the north, there has been a lull in the 
fighting, but the renewed activity of the Germans from Kovno to 
the Baltic has developed into an important engagement, as the 
result of which the Russians have been compelled to rétire. 

Interest here in the fate of Warsaw is undiminished, but the 
stubborn resistance of the Russians is doing much to relieve the 
arabe of the British ee 


Italo-Turkish Relations 
Are Near Breaking Point}: 


Rome Prepared for Measures Which 
Will Hasten Defeat of Ottomans 


ROME, July 23rd.—Diplomatic relations sae fie: and 
Turkey are strained to the breaking point. The Constantinople 
newspapers have initiated an anti-Italian campaign which has, un- 
doubtedly, been inspired by the government, since the censorship 
has been specially relaxed. There are daily announcements of 
crushing Italian defeats and Austrian victories, while publication is 
refused to denials of the Italian embassy and protests of the Italian 
ambassador are unheeded. 

Meanwhile, 800 Italian reservists are detained at Smyrna on the 
pretext that, owing to the state of seige, the port is closed and pas- 
senger traffic stopped. Turkey is now threatening with internment, 
in concentration camps, all Italians in the Ottoman empire, since 
Italy is fighting with Turkey’s encmies, and all Italians are suspect- 
ed of being spies. 

At the same time Turkey is striving to maintain diplomatic re- 
lations with Italy. Italy, however, is determined not to tolerate 
Turkey’s action, and is prepared to resort to coercive measures, 
which will, undoubtedly, hasten Turkey’s defeat. 


LAND IN TRIPOLI . 


ROME, July 238rd.—The Italian newspapers report from Cairo 
that a Turkish-German expedition has landed in Tripoli with its 
objective as Cyrenaica. The newspapers declare that Turkey thus 
has openly joined the war against Italy, and that it is now Italy’s 
business to put an end to ‘‘the gang of criminals who are admin- 
istéring Turkey.’’

letter from The Front 


London, June 27fh, 1915. 
Mr. T. Pearson. 

Dear Tom,—You will see by the 
above address that I am jin London. 
I was wounded on the 2th of May. 
at Festubort, near La Bassee. Our 


battalion had to take a German, : 


trench, which contained a kind of 
fort. It was‘a difficult piece of work, 
but we got them. Whether we held 
it or not I cannot say for certain, 
but I believe we did ; in any case our 
artillery destroyed it and made it 
Practically useless for the Germans. 
Whilaq engaged in tiis operation, 
after- we had occupied the trench, 
the Germans commenced shelling us. 
We had no cover, so we got’ the 
omer to got back the best way we 
could. While doing so I got a good 
dose of shrapnel, bemg wounded 
through the lelt calf and both hips, 
getting four wounds ijn all. My leg 
is in good shape. I was operated on 
in the left hip, but the shrapnel is 
too deep in to get at with any de- 
gree of safety ; the only thing is it 
may work out later. It was very 
troublesome for a few weeks on ac- 
count: of the poison in it, but I be- 
lieve I am free from that now. My 
right hip healed up too quick. This 
last. week it became very sore, and 
swelled. I was put under X-rays, 
the result. being that I have another 
piece of shrapnel about 3 inches in 
from the surface. It broke yesterday 
and commenced to run, so I am 
going under another operation to- 
moron lf everything goes alright 
should be fit again in about two 
w Biks. j 
Well, Tom, we had a pretty rough 
time of it at the best, but, as T 
stated in previous letters, we were 
ready for anything that came our 
way. We got a most severe test at 
Ypres, and as you know proved our 
worth. The first contingent, which 
was composed of one of the finest 
bodies of men in the world, have 
suffered heavily, but we all have the 
satisfaction of knowing we have done 
some good work. The name ‘‘Cana- 
da” is very much respected here. , 
Well, Tom, T expect in less:than a 
couple of months YT will be at the 
front again.

The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 28 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or. Alberta. Applicant 
mvst appear in person at the Dom- 
inign Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lamds 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), o 
certam conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
af three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres; 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may, 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
resffe six months in each of three 
yeara, cultivate 50 acres and erect a 
h worth $300. 

e area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may 
be substituted for cultivation unde: 
certain conditions.

WELCOME VISITOR 
TS THE SNOWBIRD 


Charming ilttle Bird Which Loves 
Cold Weather and Seeks Reglons 
of Ice and Storm 


By the name of “Snowbird” the 
Snowflake is most commonly known. 
And a snowflake it seems to be. Cold 
weather is its joy. The swirling of 
the snow is its teacher. The appear- 
ance of cold-wenther causes its emi- 
gration. 

These small birds are the inhabi- 
tants of cold countries only. Their 
habitat is northern North America, 
ranging from the Northern States In 
“winter to the farthest north shores 
in summer. ‘There are several 
species. These are somewhat varied 
in markings, and are named from the 
locality they most frequent during 
the season of breeding and nesting. 

These winter visitors of ours are 
more noticed than many beautiful 
summer birds—naturally 80, on ac- 
count of the scarcity of bird life dur- 
ing the snowy months. They are al- 
most white in general appearance, 
but if looked at closely they will 
have o pale buffy back, black barred 
wing coverts, centre tail feathers 
black, while: the breast and under 
parts are white. The male and fa 
malo are hardly distinguishable. The 
birds are nearly always in flocks. 
They seem to presage weather by 
thelr methcd of fight.

It 
invites the practical co-operation of 
the Imperial German government at 
this time, when co-operation mny 
accomplish most and this great cons 
mon object be most strikingly and 
effectively achieved. 

The Imperial German gov ernment 
expresses the hope that this object 
may in some measure be accomplish- 
ed even before the present war ends. 
TY oan be. The government of ithe 
United States not only feels obliged 
to insist upon it, by whomsoever 
violated or ignored, in the protec- 
tion of its own citizens, but it also 
is degply interested in sceing it made 
practicable between the belligerents 
themselves, and holds itself ready at 
any time to act gs the common 
frionds who may be privileged to 
suggest a way. 


SCRUPULOUS OBSERVATION, 


In the micantime the very value 
which this government sets upon the 
long and unbroken friendship between 
the people and government of the 
United States and tho people and 
government of the German nations 
impels it to prass very solemnly up- 
on the Imperial German government 
the necessity for a scrupulous ob- 
servance of tho, noutral rights in this 
critical matter. Friendship itself | 
prompts it to say to the imporial! 
government that repetition by tho 
commanders ‘of German naval ‘ves- 
sels of acts in dontravontion of those 
rights must. he regarded by the pov- 
ernment of the United States, when 
ehey affect American citizens, as de- 
liberately unfriendly.

the original Ilya Mouromets, their 
dimensions. arc approximately’ as fol- 
lows: Length,.65 feet; span, 121 feet; 
| bearing surface, 2 8 square feet; 
gap between hie: 9 feet; weight, 
8% tons. There ara four engines, with, 
a total horsepower given variously as 
400, 600 and 660. It is claimed that. 
two engines can be put out of action 
without thereby causing an accident. 
A- year ago, with 4U00 horsepower, 
the Ilya Mouromets carried a useful 
weight of little over one ton -% cwt., 
besides nearly 8 cwt. of fuel and oil. 
She flew for over-144 hours with six- 
teen passengers, and for over two 
hours with the ordinary crew of eight. 

The accommodation on board the 
Ilya Mouromets was of a palatial 
description. The forepart of the metal 
fuselage was covered in for a dis- 
tance of 28 feet, and in this space 
were first the pilot’s cabin, with dual 
control arrangements, then a saloon 
capable of ho!ding fifteen passangers, 
then a sleeping compartment and 
small lavatory. There were large 
windows in front and along the'sides, 
and small windows in the floor for 
observation and - photographic “pur 
poses. The rooms were heated by the 
exhaust from the engines and lit 
with electricity. ‘ >

made between ther and a Zeppelin.

OTTAWA NURSE’S STORY 


Dog Scratcned Earth Away From

Miss Mabel Lindsay, of Ottawa, re- 
turned from Paris, where she had 
been nursing wounded soldiers, and 
among other interesting stories told 
one about a man who was brought 
in from the front, where the Germans 
had mined «. French trench and buried 
every man in it. One had a little 
dog that searched around till he found 
where his master was lying covered 
with earth. He scraped it off him, 
and the man was found by the Army 
Medical Corps men and brought | to 
the hospital with his dog. The dog 
visited his master every day. The 
others in the trench were killed. 

Miss Lindsay paid a tribute to many 
of the women, not trained as nurses, 
who are working. at the hospitals.

The others render valuable assistance 
in the general work about the hos- 
pital, apart from the nurses. Several 
counts’ had been at the hospital as- 
sisting in the work, doing such cuties 
as are ordinarily performed by order 
lies.
